The function of the Business 
Office of The Hospital For 
Special Surgery is twofold. Our 
main concern is to look out for 
the Hospital's interest and make 
sure we are being compensated 

for the services we render to 

our Patients. On the other hand, 
it is our responsibility to the 
public to explore all possible 
sources of payments from insurance 
companies, Blue Cross and various 
Government Agencies before we 

ask for money from the Patient 
and possibly put a heavy finan- 
cial burden on him. It would be 
very poor public relations, indeed 
to press a 72 year old lady for 

a twenty-dollar bill when we 
know her only income is a $160.00 
Social Security check, and she 

is well qualified for assistance 
from Medicaid. 


With the advent of Medicare, Med- 
icaid, Blue Cross and various 
commercial insurances, the job 

of the Business Office became 
more and more complicated since 
every one of these Agencies 
require entirely different hand- 
ling and provides constantly 
changing benefit packages. 


Our Credit Manager's primary 
function is to help people by 
explaining their particular 
insurance coverage, to investi- 
gate and arrange possible candi- 
dates for medical assistance from 
various Agencies or in some cases, 
enable the Patient to get a loan 
from a Commercial Bank with the 
easiest monthly payments possi- 
ble. 


Our Cashier not aqnly has ta have 
the ability of a Bank Teller as 
‘far as handling maney is con- 
cerned, but she has ta he many 
times more pleasant ta help her 
cope with sometimes elderly, 
sensitive patients. 


Our actual Billing Department 
consists of various sections. A 
biller who bills Medicare needs 
entirely different information 
and records than a Biller who 
bills a Commercial Insurance Com- 
pany. The system used to bill 
Blue Cross cannot be used to bill 
Medicaid. 


It is a well known fact that many 
of the Hospitals today have 
difficulty raising enough money to 
pay for their day to day operation. 
One of the solutions, to this prope 
lem is the prompt collection of 
outstanding bills. I am sure you 
will be pleased to know that our 
Hospital has an extremely small 
amount of money outstanding in 
uncollected bills in comparison to 
other Hospitals in New York City. 
It is also worth mentioning, that 
our record keeping is so up-to- 
date that we are able to satisfy 
the many requests we receive for 
itemized bills from lawyers, 
Patients ,and Insurance Companies. 
Accuracy of our work is constantly 
being tested by Auditors from Blue 
Cross, Auditors from the City 
Comptroller's Office and Auditors 
hired by the Hospital. Although 
we are not automated we do have 
certain services done by the com- 
puter of New York Hospital, and 
some of our accounting functions 
are being performed by outside 


computer services. We find, however, 


that our In-Patient bills are best 
being handled by the old manual 
operation, which is not only more 
economical, but as it stands today, 
more accurate than some of the 
computers used by other Hospitals. 


Considering all, you can be assured ° 
that your Business Office is keeping 
up their end to match the fine 

medical reputation of our Hospital.
